I d. On Monday, 27 February 1956, H*rr Fnu Oerlaoh aad Herr Arty Andres, 

aeabere of tho Central Board of Dlreotore of the ISP, froa Berlin (TO 9«0), 
addressed the delegation oonoemlag reunlf loatlon. Herr Aadree wae the 
principal speaker. He stressed that the Soviet Union had abided by the term* 
of the Potede* Agree— nte, hut that th* we* tern alii** had not because they 
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have neither taken industry out of the band* of print# antarprlaa nor have 
they undertaken eny steps toward land reform. Oeneral el sot ions oan not 
b« held In Germany until all of the oooupatloa poeere agree to a non- 
agresaion pact with Oermahy. 3inoe thla cannot be aeen In the lnnediui# 
future, it la up to the Germane to eeek reunification on their on.

e. On Friday, 2 March 1956, the delegatee nre taken to the Exhibit 
of the Ilfs (Mlnleterlua fner Staateslokerhelt - Mini • try for State Security), 
which featured a display of balloons allegedly being used by the imvirloane 
for military reconnaissance. Reporters from all parte of the eorld made 

up the majority of those in attendance. They took photographs of the equipment 
without hlnderenoe froa officials. Persona in the audlanoe who aaked questions 
oomoernlng the use of these ballons ware told that one oould sea the facts 
for himself and drew hie own oonolualona. 

f. On the evening of 2 March 1956, Sr Johannes Dleekmmna, President 

of the Tolkekeemer, spoke at the new City Hall. The theme of his epee oh wee 
Jthat the people of the Beat yearn for pease while the people of the teat are 
oonoeroed with war. v - 

g. It la the opinion of Aueaermelr that the BSP used tbs Pair as an 
opportunity to impress the delegatee froe the Meat with the great strides 
that the East has mads toward improved living conditions, lo other, motive 
wma apparent. The delegates were oonetantly in the ooapany of their guides, 
but were able to travel anywhere they desired, within the City. The guides 
did not harangue the delegatee with propaganda but seemed to fael that the 
fair and the City were Indeed shining exnaplea of the world of the Peoples' 
Democracy.
